An Abfirad of a Letter from an Englith Gentleman ia 
Prince Charles's Army, to a Fried in Lonion. 


* The general Opinion being, that the Scene of Aion 
‘ would be at Prince Chitles’s Army, I made a Tour to 
‘it, and arrived but a few Diys before that Prince en- 
‘ tered upon his Defign of pafling the Rhine; the par- 
‘ticular Account of which I will give you, that you 
‘ may not be deceived by the falfe Accounts which have 
‘ been difperfed in the Publick Gazettes. On the grh 
* Inftant we fet out, a little above Oli Brifac, at Nine 
¢ o’Clock at Night, in open Boats, with soo Pandours, 
« sgoo Croats, and 1500 Grenatiers, or thereaboars, 
‘ Baron Trenk commanding the Irregular Troops, and 
* General Connigieg commanding the Whole. The Pan- 
‘ dours, who were the Aivinc’d Guard, fecur’d a Re- 
‘doubt, which the Enemy bad thrown up oce:fiomaliy, 
‘in which was the unfortunate Marquis de Crevecxur, 
« four other Officers, and about 150 difmounted Horie 
‘and Foot. They defended themielves very briskly, 
‘killed eight or nine Pandours, and wounded 17 ; bur 
‘ being out-numbered, they were al] put to Death, ex- 
‘cepting 10 or 11 Privite Perfons, who being firft 
«wounded, faved themfelves under the others, who 
‘ were cut to Pieces over them. We did whi' we could 








* to fave them from the Fury of thefe Peop'e, but a Pan- 
* dour bad the Barbarity to fhoot one of them befor¢ our 
‘Faces. Having thus got Footing on the other Side of 
‘ the Rhine, and cleared all the Pofls the French had for 
¢@ Mile and half, to a certain Canal, which makes the 
‘Ground we got into a Kind of IfMind, an unhappy 
* Nifpute arofe between Baron Trenk and the General, 
: ‘about the Manner of Attacking a Tete du Pont. 1 
‘ believe Trenk had a Mind to {pare his Pandours, and 
‘the General his Grenadiers ; but whilft thefe Gentle- 
«men were deliberating, the French took the Alarm ; 
« the Fort Mortier, on the Banks of the Rhine, and un- 
‘ der whofe Cannon we had peſſed unobferved, begin 
‘now to fire at us, and we very plainly heard their 
‘ Troops on their March from New Brifac, about Half 
a Mile from the Canal, their Drums beating, and their 
« Trumpets founding. But it feems they were afraid of 
: ‘us, for tho’ they marched, they only thought of rein- 
‘ forcing the Redoubt, which fupported their Tere du 
‘Pont, and pulling down their Bridge of Communi- 
‘ cation, P 
* You will eafily conceive the Importance of this Poh 
‘had it been taken, we thould have had a more folid 
‘ Footing in Alface, commanded the Canal and Villages, 
‘ which, with the Help of a few Cannon, and their na- 
‘tural Strength, had covered us, till the whole Army 
‘ had paffed over the Bridge, which was not compleated 
‘ till Five che next Evening. There was another Miftake; 
‘ we negiected Ts Fort Mortier, which has fince 
* flanked us very briskly. There were in it only a tew 
‘ Gunners and Invalids at the Time we pafied; it wig 
* eafy to be fcaled on the Land Side,and had we poſſeiſed 
‘it, we might have paffed under it into Alface. 
‘The French likewife committed their B'unders : 
‘ They had, by Morning, 15,000 Men on the Banks of 
‘ the Canal, and Artillery at their Command, we were 
‘ not able to get over above two Regiments more til! the 
* Bridge was fin'fhed about five o’Clock the next Even- 
‘ing, and not being Mafters of the two advantageous 
⸗ Pots before-mentioned, our Situation was none of the 
* fafeft; the Boats which had carried us over, were em- 
‘ ployed in building the Bridge. Ic is furprizing they 
‘did not in the Interim attack uss we were betwixt 
« two Warers, flanked on al! Sides by » pumerous Ar- 
‘tillery, and no Retreat, They employ’d themf-lves in 
« paifing Ground in the Places moft expofed, and in 
erectiag Batreries, in the Conftru@ion of which, rhe 
‘Ground being Circular, they had greac Advinragcs. 
‘ They cannonaded us very turioufly for fever»! Days ; 
‘ but by the Diligence and indefatigable Labour of che 
* Germans, we were fuon, by throwing up fome Ground, 
‘ pretty well covered. In ail this A@air I had the good 
‘ Fortune tocicape uoburt. 
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pace Waldeck made ancther Artack tg Miles above 
* Brilac, oppolite to latte Landau; but the French having

‘The M.jor who commanded it, was fo good as to 
« thew m= the whole Atrack ; and as the Banks on this

« at Brifac, from an Iiland in which they had hid their 
* Boats, and run down the Stream to another IGand, in 
‘which the Enemy had a Redoubt, with 350 Men, 
‘ which guarsed the Paflage at that Place. Some Croats 
* and Grenadiers who landed there, attack’d the Redoubr, 
* torc’d the Palifsdoes, and were, for fome time, Matters 
‘ of it; but the Current being very ftrong, and the Fog 
* increafing, the greateft Pare of the Expedition were 
* driven to another Ifland by Miftsake, where there was 
* po Enemy ; fo the Advanc’d Guard not being fu pported, 
‘ were obliged to fubmit to the frefh Numbers that 
« poured ingponthem. There were So Croats, 3 Gre- 
* nadiers, and 60 Boatmen, kill’d 5 in all, kiii'd, drewncd, 
« end made Prifoners, 40. The Major fhewcd me the 
* Return he made, upon h’'s Honour. 

‘In the Whole, our young Hero, Prince Charles, has 
¢ done more than any General has been able to do on the 
‘Upper Rhine. He has built his Bridge, maintains his 
* Pott, and has fupported ic with a Tete du Pont, 20,000 
* Men won't be able to force; and he gives the Enemy, 
‘by his different Motions, no Reft. They have been 
* obliged to work, Itke Moles, all along the River, and
